M. A. G. writes: Was much interested 
im your article on refrigerators. I have

close it and use ice; that it has an odqp, 
even if I keep my butter and milk cov- 
ered. . 

What can I do to prevent the odor? 
Will it ever go away? I was assured 
there uld be no odor. -I am quite 
troubled about it, as one cannot do with- 
out ice in the summé?. Would @ piece 
of charcoal help it? 

REPLY: 

As between the odor and doing without 
refrigeration, take the odor. It will do no 
harm. 

I know of no better way to treat it than the 
wee of charcoal. The greater the surface of 
exposure of charcoal, the better. 

Keep the milk and butter where the air 
will strike them when they come from the ices,

The city was and is wholly unprepared for the 
motor traffic development.

R. APPLEGARTH, 
TRADES UNION 
PIONEER, DIES 


LONDON, July 13.—Robert Appie- 
one of the pioneers of British 
ics unionism, died today at his 
home in Thornton Heath. Death was 
due to senile decay. 
Robert Applegarth was born in 1334. 
He was a self-educated man. His study 
included economics and industrial ques- 


tions with special regard to the condl- 
tions of workmen. He was a politician 
and reformer and a promoter of pop- 
ular education. In 1854 Mr. Apple- 


garth went to the United States and 
spent some time in Galesburg, Il. He 
was a member of the Reform league, of 
the London general council of the In- 
ternational Workingmen’s association 
and of the London chamber of com- 


merce.
